but ag wa did vot hear the who'e of bis argument, 
woe gavo what wa then apposed to be the main 
doatures of it, AB he has supplie l what wo omit 
ted, wo refer our zea ers bo his lottor, which we 
publish with muck pleasure, ss an act of justico to 
him, 

Since those Resolutions wore tabled, we lenm 
that a bill bas been introduced to amend Chapter 
ÖL of the General Lawa, passed at the Inst regular 
session, to define and punish sedition, and to pio- 
vent the dangera which may wise from pargons dis 
uffeotud to the Stat, Thaacf reads a3folto wa: 

“Bait enrcted by the Legislature of the Sue of 
Texas, That if any pason within thia Bta e shalt 
maliciously and advinedly discourage the peoplo 
from tnilating into the rervicaof this Stato cr Can 
federato States, or diasporo the peop's to fuyor the 
epawy, every such porson shall be deomed gmiity 
of a high misdemeanor, and on conyiction thersof, 
shall Ve punished by imprisonment in the Pemten- 
tlary fox a term not legg than three nor, more than 
five yenrs, at the disoielion of the jury" 

whe anondment is to strko ont ihe word mai- 
clously, and it is thon thought by able lawyers, 
that this luw of itsulf will be auficiont to cover all 
dich casca ns those which Gen, Mayruder has now 
under arrest. Our military commanders may be 
called upon to act promptly in casea of danger, and

moro service out of the Held tha in it, wall be 
then in thel: propor sphere, contributing towards 
tho eupport of the army and tho setual wants of 
the country, and. thure who aie speculating oii om 
necegaitios, a8 woll as those who gra looking lat- 
Jessly on, debating with themselves which sido 
they will turn over to, will be mado tö contribute 
their sorvices Where they oan be of most use By 
paesing such s law, it neod not deter tho planter 
from ralaing grain, the mechanic fiom lyboung in, 
hia workshop, or evon tho merchant, whois willing 
to sell his wares at u falr living piofit, from stand. 
ing behind his counter, butit will give us a poper 
knowledge of our strength, and jf juditclously man- 
agod, may be the means of savifmethe country fiom 
rulo and devartation, Bomo such law as this will, 
we hope, be passed before tho Legtalature adjourns, 
and if proporly framed, we neod have xo foar that 
any treason in our midst will remain undetected.

War Meocting. 

Ata meeting of the citizens of Travis 
counts, held on the Ist day of Dec, 1861, 
on motion of Rev. Mr, Zively, Judge § 
Q. Sneed was called to the chair and Geo, 
S. Robertson appointed secretary. On 
motion of apt. L. D, Carrington a com- 
mittee was appointed by the chair te 
draft resolutions expressive of the feel- 
ings of the meeting, when the following 
named gentlemen were appointed to com- 
pose sud committee: Col. J. S, Ford, J. 
T Oleveland, TI, McBride, Aaron Burle- 
son and Capt. L, D, Carrington. After 
the committee retired, the meeting was 

“addressed by Hon. O. W. Buckley, of 
Fort Bend eounty, in lus naual forcible 
and spu'ited style, after which the com- 
mittee reported the following resolutions 
which, on being read by the chairman of 
the committee, were unanimously adop- 


ted: 

Rero'ved, Chat the Aboliticnials are wasing upon 
us g wa of rapine and plnudor~a war against our 
perdon= and our proprrty—a war fu winch they 
have rofaged to 1¢spact age and gex, and have lad 
violent and saciehions hat da upon temples deuis

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Frontier Correspondence, 
Oamr Conorano, Nov, 19th, 1863, 

Editor State Gazette: The two members 
of this Regiment who went to Fort 
Arbuckle to take items, zeturued here 
to-day, They remained at Arbuckle, 14 
days, and report that they could hear 
nothing m alt that country, of the antici- 
parted rud of Indiane into Texas, this 
month, abrt which I wrote to you, a 
short timo since, and that they learned, 
from roliable sources, that there were 
very few wild Indians, south of the 
Canadian—they having gono North, and 
joined tho hostile tribes on the plains, 
Overy thing was quictin that section.” 
While at Arbuckle, they examined tho 
horses of tho Indians there, but found 
none but Indian raised and Spanish- 
branded horses; although there is a 
very strong saspicion that they occasion- 
ally get horses from Texas, and exchange 
for others with tho Northern tribes. They 
learncd likewieo that, during the past 
month the Jndians had driven across 
Rel River, east of the extreme Northerns 
end of this hno some $20,000 worth of 
horoes, besides killing one man and two 
women, wounding three children and 
burning the house over their heads, and 
also kling another woman in Cook 
county. Gol Bourland, Comanding 
Border Regiment, and whose Hoad 
Quarters are at Gaimsville, informed 
them that he hadeent 5 or 6 companies in 
pursuit of these Indians, but that they 
had heon unable to overtake them; so 
you seo, we are not the oniy ones that 
cant caich Indians, every time. 

Ina letter to Qol. McUord, Brig. Gen. 
Hudson remarks as follows: “E visited 
some of ths Western conties in my 
Drigede, afew days since, and heard of 
ae uf Indiansin most of ther, but 
ound scouts from your command bualy 
engaged huntisg them out.” This, it 
mu be acknowledred, is good evidence ; 
in fact, wo meke bold to say that ths 
Regiment, during the last mmo months, 
hes done moro hard work than any 
other two reeviments, during the same 
space of time, that have eyer been on the 
frontier. Wo have lahored under many 
gravo difuculties, but the fact that we 
were defending our families and every 
thing we hold most dear, has buoyed us 
vp, and we can alford to laugh at the 
sianders and misrepreseniations of inter- 
ested pa. ties, most of whom have: yet to 
seo the first day’s hard service during 
thig war. 

A» the express of six men from the 
camp above were réturning from this 
camp, on Monday last, they came up 
with four Indians, driving thirteen head 
of horses, all of which thoy succeeded in 
capturing though the Indians themselves, 
having a long start, managed to escape— 
the e untry being woody and .unfavor- 
ablo to pursnit, Rirun.

sured, so soon as it can be brought in 
and put up, we shall be able to supply all 
the paper needed in Texas at snoh prices 
as will compete with anything that can 
be brought to this market, even when 
the war is over. We have made every 
effort, in our power, to push this enter- 
prise ahead, notwithstanding the difficul- 
tics we have had to encounter; and we 
thought when the order was sent on for 
the machinery, we might reasonably ex- 
pect to be at work in six months, In 
the present unsettled state of affairs, it 
is uncertain when it can be brought in, 
but the work is propressingifast on the 
mill, and whenever it arrives, no time 
will be lost in getting theestablishment 
into operation, if we can have the facili- 
ties of shipping a sufficiency of cotton to 
pay fraght, duty and other additional 
charges.
